During the year a 
plant was established at Rhein, in 
the eastern part of the province, and 
a considerable acreage of hemp was 
grown there and harvested in fine 
condition. During the winter farm- 
ers will break the hemp into fibre in 
order to reduce bulk and freight 
charges and will ship the fibre to the 
spinning factory at Portage la Pra- 
irie. For 1928-29 the Saskatchewan 
growers are under contract to the 
manufacturing company at Portage 
la Prairie, It was anticipated that 
should the present season be success- 
ful a material increase in acreage 
would be made in 1929, and in this 
case a scutching machine might be 
installed at Rhein and part of the 
product shipped in the form of baled 
hemp to Ontario manufacturers, 
A Valuable Crop 

Although farmers appear to be 
quite satiffied atid are finding hemp a 
valuable crop, “which, in addition to 
giving profitable returns, clean the 
land thoroughly for grain growing. 
According to the manager of the 
plant at Portage la Prairie this year’s 
crop will pay the farmers better than 
wheat, and from year to year will 
prove as profitable as wheat owing 
to the local spinning factory and 


market. Interest in this crop is, 


clearly spreading, so that in the case 
of extension of manufacturing no dif- 
ficulty in securing sufficient acreag« 
of the raw product is to be antici- 
pated.
